On the other hand those records also reveal, that 
evangelism advance has been lagging for a number 
of-yéars. While there is encouragement in some yearly 
reports, the bver-all picture is not too good. We simply 
are not baptizing as many people in proportion to 

_ our numbers,-as we have in the past. 

The fact is that stewardship advance continues, 
while evangelism Jags. What is the cause? Are we pro- 
moting stewardship more than evangelism? Are we 
giving more emphasis to training our people to give, 
than to training them for personal evangelism? Are we 
busier meeting budgets than in winning souls?
